Plan your actions now, ff 
rehearse them, and drill your household and employees. Negligence must be i 


avoided at all costs. 


2 After dusk and during the night, the public alarm signal or the extin- 
guishing of street lights will be the public blackout signal. The public 
“alarm signal” will be a series of short blasts on a siren or whistle, or if 
given by bells, a constant ringing of those bells. The “all clear” signal will 
be a long continuous blast or-a series of ‘long blasts, or if given by bells, a 
slow tolling of those bells. Both the “alarm” and “all clear” signals will 
continue for two minutes or more. 


3. The occupants of premises, home, apartment, hotel room, office, factory, 
shop, store, farm, etc., are responsible for putting out lights on the public 
alarm signals or when street lights.are extinguished. There is no exception 
to this rule.

4. Owners or those in control of illuminating signs and exterior lights, are 
responsible for putting them out,.on the public alarm signals or when street 
lights are extinguished.

Next Winter’s Fuelwood 


Wocdiand cwners who are cut- 
ting their fuelwood now for nex: 
year’s home use or for sale are 
saving wood and work and may 
aid in preventing future transpor- 
tation difficulties with other fuels 
for domestic purpose during the 
war pericd, says R. B. Parmenter, 


extension forester at State Col-|. 


Tests reveal that green wood 
has from 10 to 5 per ent less heat- 
ing value than wcod cured from 
nine months to a year. Even 
wood seasoned under favorable 
conditions fcr only six months has 
the advantage over wood freshly 
cut. | 

Well cured wood has the fur- 
ther advantage cf easy ignition, 
rapid burning, uniform heat, free- 
dom from smoke, and deposits less 
creosote in the chimney. 

A ecrd of hickory is equal to 
heat value toa ton of coal. A 
cord of oak, beech or hard maple 
is equal to heat value to % of a 
ton of coal. A cord of yellow 
birch is equivalent to 4-5 cf a ton 
of coal. A cord cf white ash, 
gray birch or red maple is equiv- 
alent to % of a ton of coal. On 
the other hand, it takes two cords 
of poplar, spruce or white pine 
to be the equivalent cf a ton of 
coal. Pines give a quicker, hot-| 
ter fire and are consumed in a 
shorter time than oak which is 
noted for its very steady heat.
